Would Only Affirm.
Every Juror kissed the Bible, excopt

Mr. Reams, who declared that he would

inly, affirm, and so the oath was reread
to him whllo ho held his hand high in
tho air and wagged his head, as only deaf
men do.
The sergeant then mado his announce¬

ment to the jury:
"Oyez! oyez! oyez! If nny can Inform

the judgo of this court or the attorney
for the Commonwealth of any murders,
treasons or mlsdemcnnors done or com¬

mitted by tho prisoner at tho bar, let
them come forward and thoy shall bo
heard. Tho prisoner stands upon her
deliverance."
The clerk then said:
"Estelle Smith, stand up."
Mrs. Smith arose and walked steadily

to the railing of the. bar. Mr. Wells stood
beside hor while for the second time she
listened to tho indictment, which tolls
In dotali and In endless phrases the story
of Ralph Smith's death.

It Is an ordeal for any woman, bo she
Innocent or guilty, to listen to,tho oold
recital of tho death of her child.
Not a movement marked tho agony of

those six minutes, The tall figurò ln
black was motionless behind tho thin
curtain of her Impenetrable block veil.
The twelve jurors listened attentively to

tho reading of tho Indictment, for to
many of them It was tho first knowledge
of the ru-·*«*» t*-.ey had been sworn to "well
und truly try."
The clerk then charged the Jury, tell¬

ing them the punishment prescribed by
law for tlio crime, If proven.

Charges to the Jury.'
The charge was as follows:
"Your charge, therefore, gentlemen of

the jury, is to inquire- whether the pris¬
oner be guilty of the felony whereof she
stands Indicted, or not guilty. If you find
her guilty, you are then further to In¬
quire whether It be murder in tho flr.st
or tn tho second degree, if you And the
prisoner guilty of murder In tho first de¬
gree, say so, nnd no mora; but If you
find the prisoner guilty of murdor In the
second degree only, say bo, and you arc

then further to ascertain thc term of her
confinement ln tho penltontiary, so as

Buch term be not less than flvo nor more

than eighteen years.
"If you find her not guilty cither ot

murdor In the».fir··t q¡r socond degrees,
but guilty «af .voluntary manslaughter
only, say so, nnd you arc then further
to ascertain tho term of her confinement
In the penitentiary, so as such term bo
not less than one year nor more than
Ovo years.

"If you find her not guilty, either of
murder ln the first or second degree, or

voluntary manslaughter, but utility of In¬
voluntary manslaughter only, say so, In
.which event you will ascertain her pun¬
ishment by a lino or confinement in jail
or by both line and Imprisonment In Jail,
ln your discretion. If you find her not
guilty, say so, and no more; So hcarkon
to tho evidence."

OF LOFTY IDEALS

(Contluued from First Page.)

of the name. But. there is an .even
moro urgent domami for the right sort
of studont. No ilrst-clus.s science, no
first-class literature or art, can ever

be built up with socond-clnss mon.
The scholarly career, the career of
the man of lettons, tho man of urls,
the man of sclonce, must be made such
us. to attract thoso strong and virilo
youths who now feel that thoy can

only turn to business, law, or politics.
There is no ono thing Which will bring
about this desired change, but thore
is ono thing which will materially
help In bringing it about, and that- is
to secure to scholars the chance of
getting one of a few brilliant posi¬
tions as prizes If they rleo to the
first rank In their chosen career.
Every such brilliant position should
have as an accompaniment an added
salary, which shall help Indicato how
high tho position really Is; and It must
be tho efforts of tbe alumni which
can alone securo such salaries for
such positions.

The Right Spirit.
"As a people thlhk' we are wak-

Ino up to the fait that'there must be
better pay for the average man and
average woman engaged In the work
of education·
"But I um not .speaking of this now;

I am not -"peaking of the desirability,
great though that Is, of giving better
payment to the averago oduoator, I
am speaking of tho desirability of
giving to the exceptional man the
chanco of winning an exceptional
prize, just ns he has the chance to
do lu law and business. In business
át tho present duy nothing could he
more healthy than an Immense re¬
duction ln tho money value of the
exceptional prizes thus to bo won:
but in scholarship what Is needed is
the reverse. In this country wo right¬
ly go upon tho theor«/ that It Is more
Important to caro for tho welfare of
the averago man than to put ft pre¬
mium upon the exertions of tho excep¬
tional. But we must not forgot that
thO establishment of such a pre¬
mium for the exceptional, though of
less Importance, Is nevertheless of
very groat Importance. It Ib Import¬
ant even to the development of tho
uverng-e man. for the average of all
of us Is ral«--od by tho work of tho
great master.«
"It Is, I trust, unnecessary to say

thnt I appreciate to the full the fact'
that tho highest work of all will nover
be affected one way or tho othor by
any question of compensation. * » ?

Another Function.
"So much for tho first function of

the university, tho sending forth of a
u small number of scholars of tho
lilghf.'st rank who will do produotivo
work of tlie first clnss. Now turn to
thu second, and what may bo called
Hue normal, function of tho collego,
tho function of turning out each year
many hundreds of men who shall
p.f-seKH the trained Intelligence, and
«spiiclally the character, that will
enable thorn to hold high tho ronown
of this r.ic__nt seat of learning by
doing useful service for tho nation,
It Is not my purpose to discuss at
length what should bo done in Har¬
vard to produce tho right sl'lrli among
the men who go out of Harvard,-but
rather to «.peak of what thu spirit
«should be. Nor shall I speak of tho
exoeptlons, tho mnn to whom collega
lifu ls a disadvantage. Of oourao,
if any Individual university training
produces' a taste for refined Idleness,
a distaste for sustulned effort, ? bar¬
ren Intellectual arrogance, or. a ß?p??
of .supercilious aloofness from tho
world of real men who do tho world's
nul work, then It has harmed that
Ind'vldual; but In such caso there re-
iii.'i'.«i the abiding oomfort that he
i.cuifi not liavo amounted to much
anyway. Neither a eollego training
nor anything eleo «in do much good
to the, man of weak fiber or to the
mnn with a twist In Ms moral or In¬
tellect u'il make-up. But the average
undergra.'uate has enough robr.Htn.ts.
of nature, enough capacity for on»
tliu«.|as!ii und aspiration, lo make It
worth while to turn to account in«
stuff that Is tn him.

Growth of Luxury,
"There aro, however, two points In

iho undiiraruduuta Ufo of Harvard,
nbout which I think wo hnve » right
t« reel -writ* llltlo concern. Ono Is
Uio growth of luxury In thu unlver-·
slty. 1 do not know whether anything
we can Huy will havo much effect on
tills point, but just so far 'A'a tho
allunili huvo wulgnt I hope to »ee th.it
weight ftlt In serious and su.talimd
effort n.ulnst the growing teridmin/
to luxury and In favor cf all lout
iii.ikea tor deniíccutlc condition.,
"One of our number, tho on« whu-u.

I think the,,rest of us most delight to
honor.Colonel Hlggonson.haa glvon
to our alma mater the Harvard
Union, than which no better gift, no'
gift moe-tlhg ? more vital need, could
have been 'given to tho, university.
It Is neither possible nor desirable to
try to take ¿away all social differences
from the ¿¡indent Ufo; but It Is a.good
thing to SI105V how unimportant these
differences rare compared to tho différ¬
ences Of réTil achievement, arid coni-

-' pared also to the bonds which should
unito togetliar oil the men who are in
any degree «-apablo of .such, real
uchlev«äment·-, bonds, moreover,.which
should also knit.these capable men. to
their brethren who need their help.

Matter of Sport.
"Tti'o'* second point upon which J

wich to speak Is -the*'mn Iter of sport.
Now I shall* not bo suspected of a'
tendency unduly to-minimize the lm-

^ portane« of .sport. I believe heartily
"in'sport. I b'ellcve In outdoor* games,
and I do not**mlnd in the «least that
they arc rough, games, dr that thoso
who take part ,ln .them aro occasion¬
ally Injured. .'I 'have no sympathy
whatever with the* overwrought, senti¬
mentality which wOuld keep a young.
man In cotton wool, and I have a
hearty contcrnpt for him if ho counts
a broken arm; or collar bone as ,a
serious consequence, when balanced
against the phance of showing thnt
he »possesses i,hard1ho6d, physical ad-
drÄüs,· and courage.. "¡But. when thoso
Injuries are Inflicted ,by others, either
wantonly or of' set design, we.are con¬
fronted* by tVjo question, not of dam¬
age to one man's body, but. of dam-
ago, to-tho othor**man's character.

"Brutality in playing a game should
awaken thè heartiest and most plainly
shown contempi../or trie player guilty
of It,, especially; If .this brutality Is
coupled with àMow/cunnlng In commlt-

.-tlng. It. without,, getting caught* by. the

umpire, ?'·

Prnfcns'onal snort lfl all right In Us
way, I am glad to suy that among
my friends ,1 number professional
boxers and wrostlers; oarsmen nnd
.liiseball mon, whose rogard I value,
and whom In turn G rnt-urd aa thor-
oiiBhly good citizen*·. But tho co'logo
under, rrdualo wliò, In furtivo fashion,
¦lje*o*nes a soml-professlonal Is an
unmitigated curso, and that not alono
to university life and to the cause
of amateur «port! for tho collego grad¬
uate ought In attor years to take the
It-flu m puttlne tho business morality
of th'* ciuntry on a propor inane, and
he nan net do It If in hla own oollo**o
career bis code of conduct lias been
warned and twisted. Moreover, tlio
spirit wh'ch puts so cxoobhIvo a vahío
upon h's t*'i rk as to produco this
reml-prgt'rrhtonnl Is Itself nnhoalthy.
1 wish to tec Harvard win a roa son-
able jrov-ortlon of the contests la
which li enters, and I should be heart¬
ily oshomitl of every Harvard athlet»
who did not'.spend every ounce thero
was In him In tho effort to win. pro¬
vided only ho does ft In Honorable
and nrtnly fashion. But 1 think our
oft'ort should be to minimizo wier
than to inoroase that kind of love of
athletics which manifeste Itself, not
ln joining ln the athletlo sports, hut
In crowding .by ton of! thousands to
seo other people Indulge in them. It
Is a far botter thing fop our co'logcs
to have the .average student Inter¬
ested ln somo form of athletics than
to have them ull gather In u mass to

Duty of Alumni.
"So much for the undergraduate·.·*.

Now for the nlumnl, th«? men who
nfe at work out In tho great world.
Of course, the man'« flret duty I* to
himself and to those Immediately no·»
péndont upon him. Unloss ho tan
pull lus own weight, ho must bo con¬
tent to remain a passenger all his
life, nut we have a right to expect
that the men who come out of Har¬
vard' will ?'.? scroeth:ng Inoro than
merolv pull-«.heir oi-n weight We have
a right --0 .xpoe. that lli.y will count
ns positivo forte··» for th«.» ballonnent
of tholr fellow e< intrymen«, and they
can thus count only If they comb no
the power sf d*.votio»i to a lottv lieti
«Äithpfftetlcal common sense ln striv¬
ing to rcalic-o this Ideal.
"Thl· nation never stood In greater

need than now of having among ita
leader» men of lefty Ideal·, whleh they
try to live up to and not merely to
Ulk of,
"Wo need men with these Ideala

In publlo life, and «wtV heed them
Just as much ln business and in such
a profession ae the law. Wo can by
statute establish only those exceed¬
ingly t'ough linee of morality, the
overpassing of whleh means that the
man Is.In Jeopardy of the constable or
the sheriff. But the nation Is badly
off If, in addition te. this, thore Is
not ? very much higher standard ot
conduct, a standard Impossible ef¬
fectively to establish by statute, but
one upon whleh the community ne a
whole, and especially thn real leaders
of tho community, Insist. Tolto such
a question as tho enforcement of lha
law. It Is. of courso, clomentary to
say that the is the .first requisito m
any civilisation at all. But a great
many poople In the ranks of Ufo, from
which most college m.n are drawn,
seem to forget that they should con¬
demn with oqual severity those men
who break the law by commuting
crimes of mob violence, and tho»o wh«i
evado tho law, or who actually break
It, but so cunningly that they cannot
bo discovered, the crimes. they com¬
mit being not of physical outrage but
those of greed and craft on the larg¬
est Beale.

The Very Rich.
"Tho very rich man, who conduele

his business as if ho behoved that
ho wero a law unto himself, thoroby
Immensely increases the difficulty of
the task of upholding order when
the disorder is a menace to men of
property; for if tho community feels
that rich men disreg.ird tho l.w whero
It affects them, then tho community
Is ant to. assume tho dangerous and
unwholesome attlludo of condoning
crimes of vlolenco committed against
tho interests which In tho popular
mind thoso rich men ropresent., Th«e
last attltudo Is wholly ovil; but so la
tho attitude which produces It.
"We have a right to appeal to th·

alumni of Harvard, and to the alumni
of ervery Institution of learning In thl*
land, to do their part In creating a
publlo sentiment whloh shall demand
of all men of means, and especially of
the men of vast fortune, that they act
an example to their less fortunate
brethren by paying scrupulous heed,
not only to the letter, but to the spirit
of the law·, and by acknowledging In
the heartiest fashion the moral obli¬
gations whleh cannot be expressed in
law, but which stand back of and
above all laws. It Is far more Impor¬
tant that they should conduct their
business affairs decently-than that
they should spend the surplus of their
fortunes In philanthropy. Much has
been given to these men, and we have
a right to demand much of them In
return. Every man of .great wealth
who runs his business with cynical
contempt for those prohibitions of the
law which by hired cunning he can

escape or evade, Is a ^menace to our

community, and the community Is not
to be excused if it does not develop a

spirit which actively frowns on and
discountenance· him,

Part of the Lawyers.
"The great profession of law should·

be thut*whOBo members ought to .alto
the lead in the creation, of Just such
a spirit. We all know that, as things
actually art·, many of the most Influ¬
ential and most highly remunerated
members of tho bar In every center of
wealth make») It their special task to
work out bold and ingenious schemes
by which their vory wealthy clients,
Individual or corporate, can evado
the laws which aro made to regula to
ln tho Interest of tho publlo Iho uso
of groat wealth.
"Now the great lawyer who employs

his talent and his learning In tne
highly remunerative task of enabling
a very wealthy client to override or

circumvent the law, is doing all that
in him He· to encourage the growth In
this country'of a spirit of dumb anger
against all law· and of disbelief- In
their efficacy.
"Such a spirit may breed the demand

that laws shall bo made even moro
drastic against tho r ch, or else it may.
manifest Itself In hostility to all laws.
Surolv Harvard has the right to ex¬
pect from hor sons a high standard
of applied morality, whether incli¬
natile lead them Into public Ufe, it.to
business, or into tho great profes Ion
of tho law, whose membors are so
potont In* shaping tho growth of the
national soul.
"But ln addition to having high

Ideile, it cannot too often be said to
a body, such as Is gathered hero to¬
day, that togother with devotion to
what Is right must go practical effl-
cioney In striving for what is right.
This Is a rough, workaday, practical
world, and If in It we are to do the
work best worth doing,. wo must ap¬
proach that work ln a spirit remo«e
from thnt* of the moro visionary, and
above "all remoto from that of the vis¬
ionary whose aspirations after good
find oxpress on only In the shape of
scolding and complaining. It shall not
help, us if wo avoid the,. Scylla of baso-
Jcss of motive, only to bo wrecked on
tho Chnrybdls, of wrong-hoadednoss,
of feebleness nnd Inefficiency.
"There can be nothing worse for the

community than to have the men who
profess lofty Ideal· show themselves
so foolish, so narrow, so Impracticable,
